But to return to 
houso connoctions—syphon traps could only 
partially mect the difficulty of the oscape 
of sewage gas into dwelling houscs under 
the present drainage pipes. Wo nocd not 
suy anything on the danger. arising from 
concentrated sewer gas éntoring into a living 
apartment,’ Numerous street openings might 
mitigate the difficulty ; for it is ‘preferable 
that sewer air should ¢scape. into streets 
rather than into dwellings.
